HAT education is best! egate a share of the actual work of 


which best fits mén to 
discharge the duties of 
life. Among those duties 
are the duties which we 
owe to society, and these

Few persons, even the best informed 
among Catholics, are aware of the ex- 
tent and importance of the movement 
for Catholic Civie Centers in the 
United States. Within the last ten 
(years this idea has taken root and 
|fhouri#hed in a number of places. We 
'well remember some eight or ten 
years ago that when we made ad- 
fresses or gave lectures and intro- 
juced the idea of a Catholic Civ. 
Center, it was received with polite 
surprise, like a dream which would 
never come true. 

Now the dream is coming true in 
|many places in this country, and it 
| will not be long, as matiers now gp, 
before a whole series of creditabl: an! 
well-equipped Catholic Centers are 
established throughout the United 
States. 

These cente rs. originate in different 
ways. them, we are Asppy 
to rethember, are the result of sug- 
gestions made in the before- oe 
lectures and addresses. Not long aro 
| wre received a letter from Fort Way yNe, 
Indiana, telling that after eight years 
thought upon a Catholic Center, they 
jhad Jaunched a campaign and ask 
six hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars for a civic center. Twenty 
thousand dollars over the quota were 
subscribed. This brought bdack the 
memory of the meeting in the Ma- 
jestic Theatre, Fort Wayne. eight 
years ago, at which we had spoken to 
a large audience and urged Catholic 
Centers. The mustard seed had ger- 
minated indeed and will bring forth 
fruit. 

So, too, at Denver, Colo., some eight 
years ago, we made a similar sugges- 
tion at the meeting of the Knights of 
Columbus. Recently, visiting Denver, 
we were shown the headquarters of 
the Knights of Columbus, and told of 
the plans for a greater Catholic Cen- 
ter now in the course of planning. 

In not a few places, the Knights of 
Columbus, instead of merely provid- 
ing headquarters for their own mem- 
bers, are generously undertaking to 
promote a Catholic Civic Center for 
young people in general.
